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SAG HARBOR PROTESTS AIRPORT PLAN : 
Police were deployed to control crowds as 
Sag Harbor erupted in protests over the 
weekend. The protests were a response to a 
working plan that was released by officials with 
proposed changes to address the ongoing noise 
complaints stemming from low-flying planes 
and helicopters in the area. The plan calls for 
the construction of a 5,000-foot-long runway 
on reclaimed land to be created by filling in 
the bay off of Havens Beach in Sag Harbor. The 
idea is to have planes land at this new facility 
before taxiing along local roads to arrive at 
existing hangars in East Hampton. In addition, 
several dedicated helipads are proposed. 
Angry protests against the proposal resulted 
in area streets being blocked, and police were 
only able to control the crowds by bringing 
in Commando armored cars and lobbing tear 
gas. In a statement, local officials defended the 
working plan as “the only reasonable solution 
to low-flying aircraft noise that has yet been put 
forward. It should be pointed out that nobody 
has come up with a better recommendation.” 


SHUFFLEBOARD BAN 

Old Man McGumbus, Shelter Island’s {Sica 
old WWII veteran and professional shuffleboard 
player, was in new legal trouble after a 
surveillance video surfaced that appeared to 
show him filmming the practice of another local 
shuffleboard team inside its private training 
facility in Shelter Island Heights. McGumbus, 
for his part, did not deny that he committed the 
acts allegedly shown on the tape but pointed 
out that the video in question could merely have 
been him using his smartphone to photograph 
the cheerleaders who were practicing alongside 
the shuffleboarders. McGumbus was cited 
for trespassing by police, and the American 
Shuffleboard Federation (ASF) announced that 
they would be suspending McGumbus from 
professional competition indefinitely, pending 
an investigation. 


ACTIVE VOLCANO ON GARDINER’S ISLAND 

Officials are warning boaters and pilots to 
steer clear of Gardiner’s Island, as the long 
inactive Lion’s Roar volcano has been emitting 
sulfurous fumes, According to Dr. Hans Vébel, 
the volcano has not erupted since the Middle 
Ages. Dr. Vébel, a German geologist from 
Hensingraff University who has been studying 
the volcano since 1953, alerted authorities on 
Thursday that, while poking around on Lion’s 
Roar, he had smelled something “like rotten 
eggs” and that “all of a sudden, my beard 
caught on fire.” While the incineration of Dr. 
Vébel’s beard may have been caused by the 
fact that it was quite saturated with schnapps, 
officials are taking his warnings seriously and 
are advising residents to take precautions. @&

Southampton s Kathleen King Sells Tate’s Cookies for $100,000,000

K athleen King of Southampton sold a 
majority stake in Tate’s Bake Shop for a 
reported $100 million last week. The buyer is 
Riverside Company, a private equity firm with 
offices in Manhattan and Cleveland. A partner 
in that firm, Alan Peyrat, confirmed the sale 
to a reporter for Newsday last Wednesday, 
saying the money would come from their $350 
million Riverside Micro-Cap Fund Ill. He said 
Kathleen King would stay on running product 
development and quality control. 

The sale of Tate’s is a triumph for Kathleen. 


owner in her earlier Kathleen’s Bake Shop 
company and was then locked out by her 
partners, the people in this town rallied to her 
support, offering encouragement and solace, 
even public protests. She could have given up. 
But she didn’t. Now, 15 years later, there is this. 

Kathleen King was born and raised on her 
family’s North Sea Farm. The farm faces out on 
Noyac Road and has a farm stand, and when 
Kathleen was 11, after helping milk cows and 
feed chickens, she’d stand out there with her 


‘mom and dad to sell, among other things, 


chocolate chip cookies, which she had baked 
with her mother’s help in their kitchen. 


After college, Kathleen bought a shuttered 
bakeshop on North Sea Road, and there began 
to sell her homemade cookies to the public, 
either individually or in packs of six. The 
cookies were thin and crispy and as good 
as it gets. 

I first met Kathleen when I was walking around 
town with copies of Dan’s Papers and sales 
contracts under my arm, selling ads. Here was 
a new business. The place smelled wonderful. 
Staff had her come out from the back, where 
she had been in a white apron, baking. She was 
21, fresh faced and happy. Her name was on 
the labels of the cookies. My name was on the 


were so good. Couldn’t help it. This was in 1980. 

Soon, Kathleen’s Cookies became an 
institution. You could buy them at her shop or 
at an ever-expanding group of grocery stores 
and farm stands in this community. 

In 1999, though, Kathleen proceeded into 
what others might call a midlife crisis. She 
loved her family and she loved what she did. 
The business was a great success. But maybe 
she should step back and do something else 
with her life. The accountant doing her books 
said he would like to buy into the business. And 
he had a brother who also would like to join up.

She could still be the CEO and they 
could run the business end. Kathleen signed on. 

The agreement worked well at first. For the 
national effort, the brothers bought a facility 
in Virginia. The bakeshop on North Sea Road 
remained, but the business end was now far 
from where Kathleen could have direct control. 
Pretty soon there were arguments. For one 
thing, the cookies coming out of Virginia clearly 
were not being made with the quality she 
wanted. In reply, the brothers told her for 
a national product they’d need the cheaper 
ingredients and who could tell them apart? 
Kathleen said she could, and she did one blind 
test after another. 

More alarmingly, the brothers now stopped 
paying some of the bills. She learned about it by 
accident, when suppliers were calling her to ask 
for their money. When she asked the brothers, 
they told her this was their problem, not hers. 
They were the majority owners; just tell them 
to call us. 

Things got worse. Now there were many 
more vendors demanding their money. And so 
Kathleen decided to do something about it. The 
bakeshop in Southampton was still selling retail. 
Customers were coming in all the time, paying 
cash. Kathleen now began to pay the vendors 
with this cash. And she told the brothers. But 
they, outraged, accused her of stealing. If she 
kept it up, they would fire her, they told her. 

At this point, I had a long talk with Kathleen. 
It appeared they were squeezing her out. What 


should she do? Both of us thought the brothers 
were now buying the business from the profits 
of the business, a classic trick. 

“This is a terrible situation,” she said. 

“You either fight or flee,” I said. “If it’s fight, 
you'll need a good lawyer.” 

Kathleen chose to fight. It was a huge fight. 
Half a dozen lawsuits went back and forth. Of 
course, one day the brothers simply fired her 
and changed the locks of the bakeshop on 
North Sea Road. 

At this point, I learned from Kathleen that 
although she owned the property, they had 
the lease. It had also turned out that there 
was a clause in the contract that said they 
could use the equity of the business to buy it. 
The brothers, it seemed, had her where they 
wanted her. 

It was at this point that the town rallied 
around Kathleen. People carried signs in front of 
the shop reading NO KATHLEEN, NO COOKIES. 
People called to console her. And Kathleen, 
who was raised on a farm, knew how to stay 
positive and fight. 

It went to court. There, a judge offered 
both sides a compromise. The brothers could 
keep the name Kathleen’s Bake Shop; they 
could continue to create their national brand. 
Kathleen would get the deed to her bakeshop 
back. She could bake there. But she could never 
bake cookies called Kathleen’s Cookies. 

And then there was this shocker. The brothers 
had run the company into $600,000 of debt. 
The judge said Kathleen would have to 


take on one-third of it: $200,000. 

“| just want to run my bakeshop,” Kathleen 
told me. She agreed to all this. She remortgaged 
the bakeshop. She started over. 

In the year 2000, Kathleen printed new labels 
and began once again to make her delicious 
cookies, now called Tate’s Bake Shop. Tate was 
what people called her father. People now had 
a choice. You could get Tate’s. And you could 
get Kathleen’s. Nobody, around here anyway, 
would buy Kathleen’s. 

So who won? 

Here it is, 14 years later. Kathleen’s Bake 
Shop has gone out of business. And Tate’s 
cookies are now sold in more than 40 states 
and all around the world in such places as 
Hong Kong and St. Barts. And you can still buy 
them directly from Kathleen at her shop on 
North Sea Road. How does she do it? Kathleen 
has 200 employees baking and selling 2 to 3 
million cookies a week at a former schoolhouse 
in East Moriches she bought. And then there is 
this: In 2011, Consumer Reports surveyed all the 
chocolate chip cookie brands in the country to 
find the best. Tate’s won. 

Riverside’s Alan Peyrat first tasted the thin, 
crispy cookies when he was taking his kids 
surfing in Huntington Beach, California. Then 
the idea of buying Tate’s came up. 

“My family loved [the cookies],” he told 
Newsday. “I was already predisposed to the 
company [when an investment proposal] 
landed on my desk.”

Free Speech? 


Walking the Dog into the Battle for the Opening of the David Koch Plaza

Ww‘ his time of year, I divide my time between 
New York City and the Hamptons, five days 
out east, two days in New York. It’s quite a 
contrast, particularly at night. Out here in East 
Hampton, I walk my dog around 9 p.m. across 
the street from my house along the line of boats 
that sit tied up in their slips at the three marinas 
there. The starry sky makes a great dome over 
the scene. It’s a peaceful, uneventful walk. 

_In New York City, I walk the dog down busy 
Fifth Avenue at 84th Street along the four-block 
front stretch of the Metropolitan Museum Plaza, 
then across the street and back up the sidewalk 
of the apartment buildings. 

For the past two years, construction billboards 
have blocked access to the plaza. The city 
has been reconstructing it with fountains and 
trees and other new things to replace what’s 
been there since the 1970s. The cost has been 
$65 million. The man donating the money is 
billionaire David H. Koch, the oil man who lives 
in Southampton and Manhattan. 

In any case, last Tuesday evening the 
billboards were down and the plaza open again, 
and quite beautiful. But I could not walk along 
it because there were police barricades by the 


curb on that side of the street, so I had to walk 
south on the side where the apartment houses 
are. The dog trotted along. | noticed there 
were policemen and security people about. 
Also maybe 50 people on each block, standing 
around all watching the museum’s grand 
entrance at the top of the broad marble stairs. 
Often they have big dinners in the museum’s 
Temple of Dendur wing, which at night you can 
see all lit up in pink and orange through a glass- 
window wall on the north face. And at the end, 
you see celebrities coming out. 

Because it was unusual to see _ police 
barricading the entire far side of the street, | 
asked an officer what was happening. 

“They’re dedicating the new plaza inside,” 
he said. 

As we spoke, a huge projection of lights 
spelled out 11 words against the three upper 
floors of the building. It extended a city block. 
The words wavered unsteadily. KOCH = 
CLIMATE CHAOS. THIS IS A MUSEUM, NOT AN 
OIL LOBBY. They were on maybe 10 seconds, 
then they were gone. 

I continued on my walk. Across the street, a 
few people from the party inside the museum 
began to appear coming out the grand entry. 
The men were in tuxedoes, the women in gowns 


and diamonds. They were too far away for me to 
see who they were, though. They stopped and 
shaded their eyes against the bright spotlights 
that illuminate the entrance there. 

Down below, at the curb, limousines were 
now pulling up to receive them. 

At this point, the wavering 11 words of light 
appeared on the building once again, and this 
time several police officers walked out into the 
street and flagged down a white van coming 
toward them. The van stopped right by the 
curb in front of where I was with my dog, and 
right behind an empty police van. A sign on the 
driver’s door read ROOFTOP FILMS 232 3RD 
ST BROOKLYN. Half a dozen officers quickly 
surrounded the van. Two officers shined 
flashlights into the driver’s window. Atop the 
roof and strapped to it by bungee cords was 
a large black metal box. It was angled up and 
sideways. This was a projector. They’d got ’em. 

The police invited the man in the passenger 
seat out, had him open the sliding door, and 
they went inside the back. On the roof, the 
black box wiggled. Then it stopped. Inside, a 
flashlight illuminated the contents of the glove 
department. 

Three very serious looking young people, 
one woman and two _ (Continued on page 24) 
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men, now came over to stand by me. They 
wore black shorts, boots, camouflage clothes, 
backpacks and baseball caps and stared at the 
white van. The young woman walked over to 
talk to an officer. Then she came back. 

“What’s going on?” I asked. 

“They'll give them any tickets they can,” she 
said. 

“I got great shots of other trucks driving by,” 
one of the others said. 

“Probably start with a ticket for driving a 
truck on a residential street.” 

At this point, a second police van pulled up 
behind the white van. The white van was now 
blocked between the two police vans. 

Now all the fancy people were coming slowly 
down the grand marble staircase to the street. 
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Police looking inside the van during the incident 
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Some people were tipsy. Some women were 
struggling in high heels. 

The limousines were lining up, some in 
the parking lane, some in the next lane. But 
traffic was not being held up. The loading 
began. One well-dressed older man with white 
hair wandered off crookedly into traffic for a 
moment. A policeman escorted him back to 
help him into the limo. You know the scene 
when you get dropped off at a terminal in JFK 
Airport? It was of that order. 

Now I saw the police handcuffing the driver 
and passenger and moving them off to the 
second police van. | told this to the three young 
people who had not seen it. 

“They've what?” the woman said. “In 
handcuffs?” 

She ran over, said something to an officer 
who said something back, then returned to the 
other two. 

“What did they say?” I asked. 

“You’re asking ME?” she said. She was quite 
agitated. I was bearing bad news. She pointed to 
the police officers. “Why don’t you ask THEM.” 

An officer had now climbed into the white 
van’s drivers seat, which, I now noticed, no 
longer had the black box on the roof. 

The woman walked back to talk to that 
officer. “He said ‘Precinct 22. They'll be out 
in an hour,” she said. With that, she ran to 
the front windshield of the police van, smiled 
and crossed her wrists over her head at her 
comrades inside, and shook them triumphantly. 
Then she gave the thumbs-up sign. And the 
second police van and the white van drove off. 

A few minutes later, the young woman was 
talking to a tourist. “David Koch bought the 
plaza,” she said. “Does that interest you? No? 
Then walk away. Go ahead.” 

Hundreds of well-dressed people were now 
standing across the street, waiting for their 
limos. And now a voice spoke over a loud 
speaker. “THIS. IS THE DEDICATION OF THE 
DAVID H. KOCH PLAZA,” it said. Nothing more. 

I was pretty upset by all of this. I decided to 
talk to a policeman. 

“Have you worked demonstrations?” I asked. 

“Yes. 

“Isn't this freedom of speech? Can they really 
handcuff people and take them off?” 

The officer said, “Maybe their driver’s license 
expired or something.” 

“What if they were shining the Batman sign?” 
I asked. 

The officer didn’t reply. 

At this point, an older man in a tuxedo came 
running up the sidewalk toward us. He was 
shouting. 

“I LOVE DAVID KOCH. I LOVE DAVID KOCH. 
DAVID KOCH IS SAVING MANKIND.” Everybody 
could hear him. Then he ran off. 

“You should arrest HIM,” I said to the police 
officer. 

I now thought | ought to call The New York 
Times. | have friends at The New York Times. 
A woman answered the phone and took down 
what I told her and said she would pass it 
along to the metropolitan editor. Maybe he’d 
be interested, maybe not. He wasn’t. And that 
was it. 

I finished the walk and returned to the 
apartment. 

“How was the walk?” my wife asked. 

“You know, the usual,” I said. A.

H ere in the Hamptons, in the midst of all the 
celebrities and billionaires that make the 
Hamptons what it is today, someone has been 
putting Ku Klux Klan membership applications 
into sandwich bags, adding some Jolly Ranger 
candies into the bags to weigh them down and 
throwing the bags into people’s driveways 
during the night for the residents to pick up in 
the morning. 

“WARNING!” these leaflets say, “WE WANT 
YOUR JOBS, WE WANT YOUR HOMES, WE 
WANT YOUR COUNTRY.” 

The membership application instructs you to 
fill out a form. You are to write down your name 
and address, affirm you are a white Christian 
American of European descent, affirm you 
want to get these African-Americans, Jews and 
Hispanics to go back to where they came from, 
support a national law against homosexuality, 
use troops to stop the flood of illegal aliens, and 
send it in with 20 bucks as an application fee. If 
accepted, the dues are 10 bucks a month. 

The leaflet has a cartoon drawing of the 
faces of the supposedly awful people who are 
to be made to leave. There is a bald-headed 
Jew with a big nose and what appears to be 
a kindly smile (but we know better); there is 
an overweight Hispanic man with a big black 
moustache wearing an enormous Mexican 
sombrero; and there is, huddled between these 
two, an African-American man with thick lips 
and a huge afro. The three are looking out at the 
reader, but clearly they are also friends who are 
plotting and scheming. 

Frankly, when | first saw this drawing I thought 
the three were a comedy team in the tradition 
of The Three Stooges—Curly, Moe and Larry. | 
wondered where | could go see them perform. 
It’s not a bad cartoon (see above). 

The area in which these leaflets were being 
distributed on the East End was confined to 
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Leaflets and Forms to Fill Out to Join Up Are Distributed Here 


two streets in a not-very-well-to-do section of 
Hampton Bays. Someone had traveled up and 
down the two-block area during the night with 
sacks full of these sandwich bags, tossing them 
out into every driveway. This person did this 
on occasional nights for several months, and 
although most people didn’t seem to mind 
this behavior other than that it was littering, 
several people called the police to complain. 
The complainants came from several different 
ethnic groups, according to the police, and 
included at least one Hispanic family. The 
police told the complainants that the words in 
this flyer were protected by free speech and did 
not violate the law. 

After hearing about this, I spoke to a friend 
of mine who is a private detective living in this 
community, mostly doing divorce or missing 
persons investigations. I asked him, considering 
the evidence so far, who he thought might be 
doing this. 

He said he thought whoever it was was not 
particularly smart. This person was distributing 
these leaflets in a very diverse community that 
largely consisted of people in the very minority 
groups he wished to persecute and who would 
therefore not be very likely to join up. He 
thought the person doing this might either have 
lost his driver’s license, be unable to afford a 
car, be ineligible to own one, unable to figure 
out how to drive one, or was someone under 
the age of 18 and who might be doing this as a 
prank. He also thought that the person doing 
this lived probably dead center along these two 
streets. And perhaps he walked with a cane. 
Otherwise, why distribute the same leaflet in 
the same area, over and over? A person more 
fleet afoot would deliver leaflets to a much 
wider area. 

The New York Times finally was able to solve 
some of the issues in this leafleting. In an article 
published in the paper last week, they called 
and spoke to Robert J. Jones, the Grand Dragon 


| 
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of the Loyal White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan, which has headquarters in Pelham, North 
Carolina, a town where the organization was 
accepting membership applications. 

He said the work was being done by an active 
Exalted Cyclops who lives in Hampton Bays and 
who runs a klavern, or local chapter. He said 
there are three klaverns in the State of New 
York. He said that several people had applied to 
sign up in response to this leafleting. 

The Times reporter also did what all 
reporters do, which is to call local people 
and town officials and ask them what they 
think of this: 

“[It’s] a nasty thing...distressing,” said 
Sister Mary Beth Moore, who runs Centro 
Corazon de Maria, a nonprofit advocacy group 
headquartered in Hampton Bays. 

“It’s certainly offensive,” Anna Throne-Holst, 
the Town Supervisor, told the Times. “[It is not] 
at all reflective of the community we live in.” 

“It’s really stereotyping,” said Andrea 
Londono, 17, whose father Carlos found the 
pamphlet in the driveway the night before. 
“And not at all like anybody I know.” 

A prank? A spark of bigotry in a land that 
most recently celebrates its differences? 

In 1987, the Mayor of Charleston, South 
Carolina met with his city council to consider 
an application from the Klan. They wanted to 
hold a parade through the streets of that city. 
Should it be approved or denied? One member 
of the council said that perhaps they ought to 
get the opinion of the very popular police chief 
in that community, Reuben Greenberg. They 
invited him to come over, and when he did, 
they asked what he thought. 

Reuben Greenberg is an African-American— 
and a Jew. He said he wanted them to approve 
the application. 

“When the time comes,” he said, “me and my 
officers will march at the front so as to see that 
no harm comes to them.” 
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Dan’sing’s Dancing Dreams in Southampton on Sept. 27

t all started in 2002 as a dream—the same 

dream that almost every little girl has. 
The dream of little girls who see ballerinas 
and princesses in fairy tales and want to 
put on a tutu and a tiara—and dance. The 
dream of dancing continues in Southampton on 
Saturday, September 27 with “Dan’sing,” a very 
special dance and fundraising event sponsored 
by Dan’s Papers 

Joann Ferrara is a full-time pediatric physical 
therapist with a background in ballet. “I worked 
with many little girls, one of them had Cerebral 
Palsy, and I asked her one day, ‘What is your 
biggest dream?” she says. “The answer she 
gave broke my heart—'l want to be a dancer 
but no one wants me.’ So I grabbed a tiara and 
a tutu I had in a dress-up box, put it on her 
and showed her some movements she could 
do. She was overjoyed and I knew I was onto 
something special. There was no other program 
for girls like this. Despite their dreams, these 
girls were not able to dance like their friends, 
sisters, cousins or even their mothers. They had 
physical and medical challenges that prevented 
them from joining classes in their community.” 

Dancing Dreams has grown from that one 
girl to more than 80 today, ranging in age 
from 3 to 17. Ferrara, who has 30 years of 
experience and a passion for dance, uses high 
school student volunteers and then designs 
and instructs dance classes for physically and 
medically challenged children to produce an

annual spring performance that has become the 
highlight of their lives. 

“Each child has their own volunteer helper 
and works according to their ability,” Ferrara 
stated. “For some of these girls, just moving 
an arm is a big deal. One of my sayings is that 
‘every girl pliés in their own way.”” 


Dancing Dreams became a 501(c)(3) nonprofit 
organization in 2008 and relies on charitable 
contributions for funding. The program now 
has four age groups and about 85 members. Any 
child who is physically or medically challenged 
with a dream to dance is eligible to join. 

“Dancing Dreams is based on abilities—not 
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There was no other program for girls 
like this. Despite their dreams, these 
girls were not allowed to dance like 
their friends, sisters, even mothers. 


disabilities,” Ferrara emphasizes. “This allows 
each dancer to advance within her own limits 
and maximize her own potential. Dancers come 
from all over the tri-state region to participate. 
They travel to the Queens-based studio, where 
classes are held weekly and generally follow 
the public school schedule. “We teach them to 
move, spin, basic ballet steps, whatever they 
are able to do. Our volunteers make costumes 
with easy closures for them.” 

Ferrara has no children of her own and 
juggles managing this program while working 
full-time as a therapist. She says she feels the 
greatest amount of pride when watching the 
faces of the parents as girls perform. 

“m so busy on show day, but that’s what 
really gets to me. Seeing the parents, the 
families, the teens that help, when they see 
these girls dancing all dressed up on stage. It’s 
a moment they never thought would happen.” 

These little Dreamers get around—they’ve 
been honored at Yankee Stadium and featured 
on the premiere episode of The Meredith 
Viera Show on NBC September 8, when Viera 
announced she has arranged for the girls to 
perform at Lincoln Center. 


“That was a very exciting day,” Ferrara 


smiled. “Viera has 
been a big supporter 
for years and arranged 
for the surprise Lincoln 
Center performance.” 
Dancing Dreams 
has been featured on 
the Today Show, CBS 
Early Show, NBC and 
Fox News, as well as in 
The New York Times, 
Ladies Home Journal 
and People Magazine. 
An award-winning book 
about the program, 
titled Ballerina Dreams, 
was published in 2007. 
Ferrara says of 
partnering with 
Dan’s for the event in 
Southampton—which 
is both an afternoon 
of instruction for 
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participants of all 
ages by _ professional 
dancers in Latin, Hip-Hop and Swing, and 
then an evening dance—“We are aware 
of the reach of Dan’s Papers and hope 
that by partnering with them it will make 
more people aware of Dancing Dreams and 
our mission. A successful fundraiser will 
allow us to continue and expand our 
program so that more children with physical 
challenges will be able to experience the 
joy of dance.” &&

Sag Harbor American Music Fest 
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Who’s Here

icky Hilton has alot to celebrate these 

days—the longtime Southampton 
resident, fashion guru and heiress to the 
Hilton Hotels fortune is still beaming from 
her recent engagement to boyfriend James 
Rothschild, and her hotly anticipated 
book 365 Style (Harlequin, 2014) debuted 
this month to rave reviews from both fans 
and critics. 

Already ahousehold name, the ambitious 
and driven 30-year-old has achieved more 
than many successful people twice her 
age. Hilton began modeling as a teen 
in New York City, and landed on Vogue 
magazine’s “Best Dressed in America List” 
at just 16 years old. She designed a line 
of handbags for Samantha Thavasa at 17, 
and followed with a junior sportswear line, 
“Chick by Nicky Hilton,” in 2004. Hilton 
produced a line of contemporary clothing |

She continues to model and has 
worked as a television host, a red carpet 
correspondent at the Academy Awards 
and as a guest judge on Bravo’s Project 
Runway. 

365 Style (written with Allie Kingsley) 
is Hilton’s latest endeavor and_ the 
culmination of years studying fashion and 
the art of style. Aided by her family’s 
famous name, and the wealth that 
goes with it, Hilton admits she had the 
opportunity to pursue, and likely succeed 
at, any career she desired, but the heiress 
says she’s never deviated from the industry 
in which she now thrives. 

“ve always loved fashion since I was 
a little girl,” Hilton explains. “I feel very 
fortunate to have found my calling at such 
a young age.” 

Working on her book has taken Hilton 
away from producing another line of 
clothing or jewelry, but she remains a font 
of creativity. “I have a notepad, it’s an old- 
fashioned composition book, and | just 
sketch and write down all of my ideas,” 
Hilton says, explaining that her inspiration 
is always well documented. 

Part style guide and part personal journal, 
365 Style does an excellent job of illuminating 
Hilton’s world, as well as her views on fashion 
and, more importantly, style. The book aims to 
help readers discover their signature look, no 
matter what the budget. 

Hilton—who names  Southampton-born 
First Lady Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis as her

by Edna Woolman Chase, and “Fashion is what 
you buy, style is what you do with it” (author 
unknown). 

“You can learn to be stylish, but it should 
be effortless. I think style is being unique and 
coming up with your own signature look...not 
chasing every trend,” Hilton continues.

“Jackie O was so iconic—she had this style 
about her, she always wore very tailored 
clothing, she had her signature big shades 
on—she was just so unique,” Hilton says, also 
pointing to Anna Wintour’s signature bob and 
sunglasses, Karl Lagerfeld’s gloves and Victoria 
Beckham’s 4-inch heels. “All these people 
are style icons,” she adds with unguarded 
reverence, “but I don’t think that should be 
limited to famous people.” 

_A style icon in her own right—known for 
her signature blazers and ballet flats—Hilton 
well understands that we can’t all be hotel 
heiresses. And despite her high station, she 
reveals herself to be remarkably accessible 
and generous of spirit in both her life and in 
the pages of 365 Style.

On top of the 
new iPhone, Apple will also be rolling out their 
long-awaited wearable, Apple Watch. 

The iPhone 6 features the usual upgrades to the 
iPhone line—an upgraded A8 chip and motion 


coprocessor which should eke out a bit more 


battery life despite the larger screen, more LTE 
bands, allowing for much faster 4G download 
speeds, and wireless AC functionality, giving 
you three times more Wi-Fi bandwidth. Apple is 
claiming the battery will last up to 10 hours on 
the 6, and 12 hours on the 6 Plus, during LTE 
browsing, which is a huge improvement over 
whatever my humble iPhone 5 can do lately. 
The 6 aiso features NFC technology, allowing 
you to pay with your phone. NFC technology 
has been available on select Android phones for 
a few years now, but with Apple’s entry into the 
market, I would imagine more places will jump 
on board and start accepting it as payment. 
Apple’s NFC technology relies on the TouchID 


fingerprint system, adding another 
level of security. 

Possibly the biggest deal with the 
iPhone 6 is the huge improvement 
in the camera. The camera itself 
is getting a physical upgrade, 
slightly increasing the number 
of megapixels, but a lot of the 
improvements aren’t strictly related 
to that. The new camera will feature 
more video capabilities, including 


touchscreen, but also is able to - 
sense the force—it can distinguish 
between a tap and a press, and 
can even detect how hard you’re 
pressing. 

Tying into the launch of the iOS 
Healthkit, the Apple Watch has an 
accelerometer that keeps track of 
your total movement, a heart-rate 

Smonitor, and uses GPS and Wi-Fi to 
8 judge how far you’ve walked during 


60-frames-per-second full HD 
video, continuous autofocus, video 
stabilization, and seriously impressive time 
lapse and 240 frames per second slow motion 
capability. There’s also improved face detection 
and burst mode, which takes a “burst” of 10 
photos and chooses the best one for you, 
looking for sharpness, clarity, and also checking 
whether people are blinking! Pretty useful, 
judging from my photo gallery. 

But the iPhone’s moment was stolen by the 
introduction of the Apple Watch. Available in 
three models (the stainless steel Watch, the 
aluminum Watch Sport, and the 18k gold Watch 
Edition) and two sizes (38 and 42mm), the 
Apple Watch features the sleek design you’ve 
come to expect from Jony Ives. The Watch is 
controlled through both the touchscreen and 
the “digital crown,” the dial on the side that 
functions as a scroll/zoom dial as well as the 
home button. The screen of the watch (a hunk 
of polished sapphire crystal on the Watch and 
Watch Edition versions) is not only a traditional

the day. All of this is presented 
in an easy-to-read graph, and the 
software helps you set realistic fitness goals, 
awarding you with achievements for 
making them. 

On top of the fitness stuff, the Apple Watch 
does many of things that you’d expect from a 
smart watch—access your calendar, control 
your music, use it (obviously) as a watch, 
check the weather, stocks, timer, etc. But there 
are some unique features that set it apart from 
the competition—you can use it as a remote 
for your Apple TV or iTunes, a remote camera 
control for your iPhone, and for NFC payments 
with Passbook and Apple Pay. There’s also 
digital touch communication, allowing you to 
send little sketches or taps with your friends 
who also have Apple Watches, or even send 
them your heartbeat (which seems like it could 
be either very cute or very creepy, depending 
on context). 

The Apple Watch will start at $349, depending

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Kathleen King Talks Selling Tate’s and Forging a Future

@@ Someone once said to me at a dinner party, 
‘So, what’s it like to be famous?” Tate’s 
Bake Shop founder Kathleen King recalls. “I 
looked at him and I said, ‘’'m not famous, my 
cookies are.’ That’s the way | like it. The cookies 
are the star here, and they will remain so.” 
Both King and those cookies are playing 
on a bigger stage now, since news broke that 
a majority stake in Tate’s has been sold to 
the Riverside Company, a private equity firm, 
for a reported $100 million. That’s a lot of 
dough, cookie or otherwise, yet “it doesn’t 
feel different,” King admits, sitting in her office 
above her iconic bakeshop on North Sea Road in 


Southampton. “Life is pretty much 


the same. I’m just not rushing.” 

She’s been going at a fast clip 
since starting to sell cookies 44 
years ago. For the countless Tate’s 
fans who’ve been around since 
then, or at least since King opened 
the Tate’s Bake Shop doors in 1980 
but only heard of the deal once it 
was done, the news felt sudden. 
But a move of this magnitude is 
not an overnight affair. 

“Pm 55 years old, and I had to 
have an exit strategy at one point 
in my life, so I planned one. So it’s 


not like anything that came out Kathleen King, founder of Tate’s Bake Shop 


of left field,” she says. 

“I don’t have the luxury 

of walking into 

somebody’s office and 
saying I quit, or I want 
to retire, or I want to 
change my life. It took 
almost a year to get to 

this phase of exit, and I 

have a commitment to 

the new company for 
2 another five years.” 

Yes, King and her 
cookies are still very 
semuch together. “I’m a 

minority shareholder in 

the new company,” she 
says. “I am the face of the brand and I am 
quality control and recipe developer. Every 
recipe in Tate’s, | have developed—with an 
occasional one my staff has done, so 95%, at 
least—and I'll still be doing that. I’m still very 
much connected to Tate’s and still very much 
love the company, and I’m very excited as to 
where it will grow.” 

Before the new deal was even inked, that 
growth recently included being carried 
by Costco, where early results have been 
impressive, selling in a week what had 
originally been expected to cover demand 
for a month. Under the new company such 
expansion will surely go to new levels, but 
Tate’s will also maintain ties right at home in the 
Southampton shop. 

“The store will remain the store—the small- 
town bakeshop, and all the employees are still 
here,” King assures. “And this is an opportunity 
for all my employees, because it gives them 
more opportunity for growth. For me, the 
business had gotten large, and it was large 
enough for me.” 

Over 14 years, it came to include overseeing 
not just the local shop but a 40,000-square-foot 
factory in East Moriches, a wholesale business, 
almost 200 employees, the shipping of cookies 
nationally and internationally, and developing 
new products. Handling all of that was on King. 
“I can handle a lot of stress, but I wanted to 
know what it was like to not have any—not that 
I don’t have any, no one every has none, but it’s 
all relative. For me, it’s very freeing.” 

Public reaction to the sale has been very 
supportive of King, a hometown girl made 
good. “Whatever’s come my way has been very 
warm and very happy, and it really touches my 
heart that people appear genuinely happy for 
me. They understand I had a very interesting 
journey, the cookie business has been my 
greatest teacher, and all great things have

to come to an end. Not that this is the end,” 


she laughs. 

Indeed, King sees a world of possibilities in 
her future, both in her new position in the new 
company and in the world that lies beyond 
the bakeshop. “This is all I’ve ever done my 
whole life. I'm very excited to have a blank 
page in front of me. When kids graduate high 
school and then they graduate college, it seems 
exciting to me that they have this blank page. 
And one day | said to myself, You have a blank 
page! It’s a wonderful thing in life. I’m not afraid 
of change, of the unknown. I love change, so to 
me a blank page is awesome.” #& >

Sag Harbor Residents Fight to Preserve 
Historic Home 


SAG HARBOR: Sag Harbor residents are fighting to preserve artifacts 
from an Eastville home that dates back to before the Revolutionary 
War, before the Village grants permission for it to be torn down. 
“The fact that the home is in Eastville makes it a treasure trove 
of archeological data,” says Reverend Karen Campbell of Christ 
Episcopal Church in Sag Harbor. She hopes that the village will allow 
for an archaeological survey to be completed so that any historically 
significant artifacts may be excavated before the home is razed. 

Campbell cites a 1973 Sag Harbor Historic Preservation Commission 
survey completed by Robert H. Pine, AIP, to ground the house in the 
pre-Revolutionary era. The study noted that there were about 10 homes 
that predate the Revolution at the time. 

“The village [of Sag Harbor] has done a good job of not making 
[Sag Harbor] look like any other place in the country,” continues 
Campbell. “This will give people another base of understanding.” 
Whatever is found in the archeological study will provide more color 
and information about the village and the home’s inhabitants, of which 
basic information is already known. 

Campbell notes that Sag Harbor is a microcosm of American history, 
from the Native Americans up to the Industrial Revolution’s technology 
and manufacturing. Campbell says, “How great would it be if we could 
teach kids about the landing at Plymouth, and then take them down to 
the water and say that Europeans took steps here just a few years after 
that?” 

The history of Eastville is unique, as Native Americans, Irish 
Americans and African Americans lived in the area in peace, marrying 
and “forming a community [in such a way] that I don’t know has 
happened anywhere else in the country,” notes Campbell. 

The home at 11 Eastville Avenue has been neglected and fallen into 
disrepair over the past few decades. It was most recently sold in April 
2014. Campbell is unaware of the timetable on when the board will 
make a decision regarding the fate of the historic structure, but “if 
enough people write a note and say that this is important, it may put 
some pressure on the board.”

Home

Fire engulfs a historic home 


SAGAPONACK: “It’s devastating,” 
says Julie Greene of the 
Bridgehampton Museum. “It’s 
hugely historic.” 

Greene is responding to 
the news that a Sagaponack 
residence, which was once the 
Hearthstone Inn, was destroyed 
Monday morning in a fire. 

The Bridgehampton Fire 
Department responded to 850 
Sagg Main Street shortly before 6 
a.m. Monday and found the house 
engulfed in flame. Sag Harbor and 
East Hampton fire departments 
were called in to lend a hand and 
the fire was extinguished without 
incident or injury, according to 
fire officials. 

According to the historic 
register nomination for the 
Sagaponack Historic District, the 
timber-frame two-story gable 
roof residence was most recently 
known as the Pierson- 

Smith House. 

The Piersons are one of the 
founding families of Sagaponack 
and those who resided at the 
house included Jesse Pierson and 
Captain David Pierson. At the turn 
of the 20th century, it was the 
summer home of architect James 
Henry Devereaux. 

It later became the Hearthstone 
Inn. It continued as an inn until 
1962, when it was purchased by 
the Robb family as a summer 
residence, according to the 
historic registry. 

The structure of the residence 
was thought to be unaltered since 
at least 1923, with the possible 
exception of the front porch being 
extended to wrap around the 
south side of the house. 

“It hurts, all these houses— 
we've had a lot of fires this 
summer,” Greene says.

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Riverhead’s Got The Birds And The Bugs

Dp: recently stopped in Riverhead to look 
in on the fish, but got a lot more than we 
expected. If you haven’t been to Riverhead’s Long 
Island Aquarium and Exhibition Center in a while, 
you might be surprised to find out how far beyond 
the water-dwelling and water-associated creatures 
the place has gotten. 

You'll come for the fish, but you’ll stay for the 
bugs. Or, more properly, insects. 

Lest you think we're talking only about creepy 
crawly things, think again. When you first enter 
the Butterfly and Bird Exhibit, located down a 
hall off to the right of the Aquarium gift shop, 
it’s all about butterflies. They’re in what’s called 
the Enchanted Garden, heated and humidified to a 
tropical climate (80°, at least 70% humidity) and alive 
with butterflies—up to 1,000 of them at a time. 

“We get them at the chrysalis stage, and they 
metamorphose in our lab,” says Assistant Butterfly 
Curator Jeffry Petracca. “Then we release them into 
the Enchanted Garden.” At any given time, between 
40 and 50 different species of butterfly will be flying. 
If you stand still, some of them might even land 
on you. Otherwise, there are a number of tropical 
flowering plants and bushes for the colorful guys to 
flit around on, which is a delight to watch. 

When we were at the Enchanted Garden, we saw 
butterflies from all over the world. Blue morphos, 
Gallegos—aka owl butterflies, Chinese paperkites, 
plus atlas moths and silk moths. Exotic butterflies 
from the Philippines, all over Asia and South America, 
as well as from Florida and Texas. It was quite a sight! 

Although they may exist somewhere, there are 
probably very few children who would be frightened 
by butterflies. However, there are certainly quite 


a few children who would rather not look 
at some of the other insects on display, just 
as there are other children who would love 
nothing more. Luckily, the Butterfly and Bird 
Exhibit accommodates both types of children. 
There’s a display of insects, but it’s located 
on a kind of catwalk above the butterfly 
exhibit. There’s no danger of a squeamish 
child accidentally seeing a bug that would 
cause distress and nightmares. 

For those children who like to look at exotic 
bugs, there’s plenty to see. Giant beetles, stick 
bugs, some freaky translucent things, all part 
of Petracca’s personal collection. Unlike the 
usual, dry academic way of presenting insects 
in museums, Petracca has mixed his bugs up. 

“I went for a more artistic approach, mixing 
species and colors” he says, in keeping with

the entire Riverhead facility. 
Speaking of fun and color, beyond the Enchanted 


Garden lies the true pleasure-center of the whole 


complex. It’s the Bird Exhibit, an aviary that you can 
actually enter. Full of colorful members of the parrot 
family, it’s like Disney World’s Enchanted Tiki Room 
come to real life. There are friendly, fluorescent 
conures, love birds, and Indian ringnecks. One thing 
though: these birds don’t talk. They will, however, 
eat birdseed straight from your hand. You can buy 
a handful of birdseed for $1 at the front desk. But be 
prepared to have birds all over you. Watching four 
birds together eating seed from your hand, you'll 
understand what people mean by “eat like a bird.” It 
takes a while, but it’s a lot of fun. 

In the works for the future of the Butterfly and Bird 
Exhibit is a rare treat for lovers of the creepy and the 
crawly. A live insect show! According to Petracca, 


the Exhibition Center plans to play host to a fabulous 
party of exotic bugs of all kinds. 

“We're working on getting some leaf insects [they 
look like leaves], some rare types of preying mantises 
like orchid mantises, some of the giant beetles like 
the atlas beetle, some giant stick insects.” And 
spiders. Big spiders. 

For the right kind of kid, that could be just the 
thing. Petracca’s shooting for the fall, and, who 
knows, maybe it will be up in time for Halloween. 

But for now, take your chance to commune with just 
the birds and the butterflies right in Riverhead! ga

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Crooked Ladder Brewing Steps It Up

ocated on Riverhead’s hectic main drag, 

Crooked Ladder Brewing Company (CLB) is 
serving up a cold glass of East End innovation. Space 
is at a premium inside this brick-walled brewery, 
where the bar and the brewing equipment occupy 
the same room, but the crowd of patrons gives the 
place a friendly vibe, and the draft beer flows well 
into the evening. 

Bartender Gia Geraghty smilingly served me the 
“sample flight’—eight consecutive small pours of 
the range of beers currently on tap at Crooked 
Ladder Brewing. 

Brewing partner Duffy Griffiths assured me that 
these eight are not all CLB has to offer. | sampled the 
seasonal Summeritis ale, which is still on tap, as is 
the seasonal pumpkin ale (Outta My Vine). Also in the 
seasonal rotation is an Oktoberfest brew available 
October 1, a Christmas beer, an amber IPA dubbed 
the “Midwinter Warmer” and eventually the Inisfada, 
a March beer brewed specially for St. Patrick’s day 
and named for the Gaelic phrase for “Long Island.” 
Griffiths added that the brewery, which celebrated 
its one-year anniversary in July, has been looking to 
use locally grown hops, “when we start doing wet- 
hopped beer.” (Wet-hopping refers to the process by 
which vibrant, fresh-cut hops are added to a brew, 
rather than dried pellet hops shipped from afar.) The 


beer was kegged on Tuesday, and should be on tap 


as of this publication. 

The first brew on offer, a German Kolsch, was light, 
mild and refreshing, with a little hoppy edge to it 
and a fizzy mouthfeel. Kolsches are not my preferred 
style, but this was definitely on the higher end of 
the spectrum. The next, however—the cleverly- 
named 9.0 Brew 1.0—was a bit of a disappointment; 


a California Common, it came off as a fairly bland 
offering. There was a good dose of hop bitterness, 
but the overall effect was not particularly impressive. 
The same, I felt, could be said for the Gypsy Red, 
Crooked Ladder’s flagship beer, if not for its saving 
grace—a delicious caramel aftertaste that kicked in 
right when it was most needed. (Gypsy Red is CLB’s 
most popular beer, and is sold year-round). | hit 
the halfway point with Shinnecock Bock, a highly 
alcoholic Maibock that holds the title of “brewers’ 
favorite beer.” This one, though a tad thick for my 
taste, was a stellar representation of the style, and its 
heaviness is perfect for a rainy day at home. 

The second half of the tasting, which took a turn 
towards the dark and hoppy, was nothing short of 
fantastic. Ponquogue Porter kicked off this delight, 
proving itself to be full, rich and somewhat hoppier 
than you’d expect for a porter (which, in this case, is 
in no way a criticism). Next, | sampled the Sundown 
Stout, a sweet and smoky brew featuring maple and 
rye flavors. This particular beer was first brewed in 
conjunction with Chicago-based DryHop Brewers, 
but CLB liked it so much, they made it again on 
their own. (As a personal tes+ament to the merits of 
Sundown Stout, I snagged a growler full to take home. 
Did I mention that CLB offers growlers, half-growlers, 
hydroflasks, pint glasses, and merchandise? Now I 
have mentioned it.) 

My penultimate sample went by the prolix name of 
Capone Meets Gotti (or “CMG”) Black IPA (another 
combined effort with DryHop Brewers), but proved 
itself to be substantially more to-the-point than its 
moniker—this beer is an assault on the taste buds, 
in the best possible way. Brewed with 10 pounds of 
hops, CMG is on the sour side of the scale and much 
lighter than you’d expect of a standard black IPA. | 
closed the deal with a brew I was already familiar

You'll need a ladder to reach the top of this glass 


with—the locally lauded 70 West IPA. This beer’s 
name is doubly significant; it is a West Coast IPA 
which boasts a rating of 70 IBUs, and 70 West Main 
Street is the address of its parent brewery. Featuring 
four distinct hop varieties, this popular and highly 
available brew is extravagantly bitter, and merits a 
second glass. 

Crooked Ladder’s. beers are currently available 
in approximately 100 establishments across Long 
Island—so don’t take my word for it. Grab a pint.

Madoo Painting Classes Begin Saturday 


BY STEPHANIE DE TROY 


adoo Conservancy is a gem in the heart of 

Sagaponack. Madoo is the late artist, writer 
and gardener Robert Dash’s (1934-2013) two-acre 
organic garden, home and studio. Today, the 
Conservancy is dedicated to the study, preservation 
and enhancement of the horticulturally diverse 
garden, as well as to continuing the legacy of its 
beloved founder. The garden is open to the public 
every year from May through September 20, and 
private visits can be arranged at other times of the 
year. This summer marked the inaugural exhibition 
in the summer studio, “Rob Selects Bob: Paintings 
by Robert Dash,”—all from 2007—selected by Robert 
Storr, Dean of the Yale School of Art. 

En route to Madoo, driving down Sagg’s Main 
Street, one becomes engulfed in old trees lining the 
broad road sprinkled with historic early settlement 
homes. It’s easy to see why Robert Dash became 
entranced by the location. Madoo is incredibly 
peaceful and tranquil. From the driveway, chirping 
birds and rustling leaves are the only sounds. The 
word “Madoo” is old Scots for “my dove,” a term of 
endearment that reveals Dash’s love for the place. 
In his book Notes from Madoo, collected from his 
bimonthly column in The East Hampton Star, Dash 
wrote: “The holly has not been pruned for several 
years and may be considered a living sculpture. In 
high season Huldine, a clematis, twines through it, 
the pale blossoms being made brighter by the dark 


backing of the holly. That clematis 
prefer alkaline soil and holly acidic 
sorts doesn’t seem to occur to them.” 
In this one small excerpt, the artist, 
gardener and poet are all one. 

While living’ in Manhattan, 
Dash was a poet and also wrote 
art criticism for Arts and ARTNews. 
There, in the mid-50s, he met and 
became lifelong friends with Fairfield 
Porter, while painting at night. Dash 
had his first solo exhibition in 1961, 
at New York’s Kornblee Gallery. In 
1967, he purchased the 18th century 
farm buildings in Sagaponack, where 


Composed from memory, they have 
an expressionist sensibility and a 
notable mood surrounding them. Of 
these late-career paintings, Robert 
Storr wrote, “Madoo changed from 
an elegantly English-style garden 
to an extravagantly improvised, 
wondrously hybrid American one. 
Dash’s painterly manner underwent 
a similar metamorphosis, from 
gestural naturalism to spirited formal 
invention.” 

= Robert Dash’s artwork is in the 
=permanent collections of the 
SModern Art Museum in Munich, 


he stayed for over 40 years. 

After a self-guided tour of the 
gardens, I was led to Dash’s summer studio by 
Madoo’s executive director, Alejandro Saralegui. 
The barn (which dates from 1744), with its high 
ceilings and exposed beams, has not been altered 
much since the artist was last working there, and the 
paintings are hung on the walls right near where they 
were originally painted. As Saralegui explained that 
Dash always painted with classical music playing 
in the background, often Rachmaninoff, a delightful 
image was painted in my mind—one of ine pleasures 
of visiting an artist’s studio. 

The paintings on view are all depictions of 
Sagg Road, in typical fashion for the artist who 
painted landscapes inspired by his surroundings.

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Revenge Graphic Novel Paints a Boring Picture

Revenge: The Secret Origin 
7 of Emily Thorne, by Erica 
_ Schultz and Ted Sullivan 
with art by Felix Ruiz and 
Vincenzo Balzano, is the latest 
attempt at synergy between 
the Disney-owned ABC and 
Marvel Comics. While it’s an 
interesting experiment, the 
world of Revenge just isn’t 
the same without the likes of 
series stars Madeleine Stowe, 
Emily VanCamp and Gabriel Mann. Though the 
television series has a certain charm and personality 
that audiences enjoy, the graphic novel goes for 
dead serious and comes up feeling hollow. With 
two authors and two artists, The Secret Origin of 
Emily Thorne feels like it was made by committee, 
with none of the show’s classist and moral themes 
present.

Though the television series has a 
certain charm that audiences enjoy, 
the graphic novel goes for dead 
serious and comes up feeling hollow. 


A prequel that takes place a few years before 
the series begins, The Secret Origin of Emily Thorne 
finds Emily—or rather, Amanda, as she hasn’t yet 
adopted her new identity—training with mentor/ 
sensei Takeda in Japan. Takeda tells Amanda 


that she is one of his proudest 
achievements but also one of his 
most profound disappointments, 
as she doesn’t have her priorities 
straight, she’s too trusting and 
too reckless. Amanda challenges 
Takeda to let her prove herself, 
and he sends her on a mission to 
Switzerland to take down Julien 
Fassler, a corrupt U.N. weapons 
inspector. Amanda decides to 
get to Julien by going through 
Christophe, his warm, intelligent 
son, and Lara, his hard-partying 
daughter. Of course, it wouldn’t 
be a Revenge story without some 
twists, and before long Amanda 


so that ABC and Marvel can market 
the book as a good jumping-on 
point for those unfamiliar with the 
show, but it’s just no fun for fans. 
The art is hit-or-miss. Ruiz and 
Balzano avoid generic “superhero” 
and go for a painterly, abstract 
look. The imagery is sometimes

Characters from the show are reduced to 
cameos; there are occasional appearances by Nolan, 
and we are treated to an illustrated version of David 
Clarke’s arrest, but aside from that, the connections 
to the series are fleeting. This has likely been done 


convey different tones or styles, 
this wouldn’t be a problem, but

feels rushed. 

It’s not all bad, though. The story does have some 
fun twists, and there are a few smart choices made 
by Schultz and Sullivan in which Amanda learns 
how to hide her anger and true self to fit in with the - 
“high society” villains.

Fall Garden Care Tips: It’s That Time! 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Late last spring, | put my 
house plants outside—except 
a huge variegated sansevieria 
_ cylindrica and the huge 
Christmas cactus, which are 
both too large to move. Now, 
night temperatures are getting 
cool enough to begin bringing 
your house plants back inside.

tasks to do at least a week before the transition. First, 
and most important,,check for insects. Look at tops 
and bottoms of leaves, at the stem and the crown of 
the plant. Mealy bugs and aphids are easiest to spot. 
Scale can be large or tiny and hard to find. They are 
usually on the bottoms of leaves. Look along veins 
and stems. They will need regular attention and often 
several treatments with horticultural soap, which 
can be used for other insects also. If | see insects on 
one plant, I often spray all of them with horticultural 
soap. Be sure to check the label to see if your plant 
can be sprayed with it. I give all the plants a soft

spray with the hose to remove insects and dust. 

Remove dead leaves and stems. Repot if necessary, 
using a pot no more than 2 inches larger than the 
present one. If the roots are pot bound, I cut it 
vertically 3 to 4 times about a quarter-inch before 
repotting. This lets new roots form more easily 
than from a congested root ball. But some cacti, 
succulents and clivia like to be somewhat root 
bound. Use new, sterile potting soil, not garden soil. 
If the plant has grown leggy, you can cut it back. I 
cut geraniums and coleus back to about 3 inches 
from the base, although a leggy geranium does have 
its charms. Cuttings of coleus and geraniums can be 
taken and rooted in water. 

Light outdoors will be stronger than in the house, 
even if plants are put into a sunny window, so a 
period of acclimation is good. Move the plants each 
day into a shadier place for about a week. I don’t 
have time to do this so mine do have a period of 
shock where they lose leaves and seem to wonder 
what has happened to them, but they come around 
(we gardeners tend to anthropomorphize plants). 
Each plant has specific light and humidity needs. 
Put them into places that will accommodate their 
requirements. Don’t put them where they will be in 
a draft or near heat sources. I’ve read that cleaning 
your windows inside and out should be done, as it 
will let in more light. In my house, that is too much 
pampering, so plants will just have to do the best 
they can with what is there. If you can wash your 
windows for plants, you’re a better caregiver than I! 

During their summer vacation, the plants have 
probably had a period of growth. While they are 
indoors they will become more dormant. Decrease 
watering and fertilizing. Over- or under-watering kills 
house plants more than anything else. Water when 
the soil is dry just under the surface. Water cactus 
and succulents even less. 

Chives, several varieties of thyme, Greek oregano, 
and sage have lived in my garden for many years. 
My sister and one friend of mine have rosemaries 
that have spent many winters in the house, but I find 
that rare and have never been able to do it. They 
need a lot of sun, not too much water and good air 
circulation. The fragrance is so good. 

I have also brought in several tropicals for the 
winter. Ultimately they died. I know some of us really 
mourn when a plant dies. I just enjoy them while they 
live. Many are on sale in the garden centers now, 
and you might have just the conditions to make one 
happy. There are also beautiful agaves and other 
cactus and succulents on sale. They can live happily 
in a sunny window. And if you do not buy them, they 
might get thrown away!

Where to save 
while dining out. 


Review:

he current revival of Riverhead, notably marked 

by the newly restored art deco 1930s Suffolk 
Theater and a spruced-up Peconic Riverfront, as well 
as by the opening of a handful of new restaurants and 
bars, has brought new energy to the area. Tweed’s 
Restaurant and Buffalo Bar is a landmark location 
among these new places, having opened in 1896 
as the restaurant and bar of the J.J. Sullivan Hotel. 
The restaurant’s Victorian chandeliers, stained 
glass, original stamped tin ceiling and oak-mantled 
fireplace provide a cozy, welcoming atmosphere for 
fine dining. On a Friday evening, there was simply 
no better place to be than sitting comfortably in 
a booth, my fellow diner across from me in a very 
comfortable armchair (from the original Stork Club in 
New York City), under dim lighting. Like a small-scale 
university club, it exuded history and familiarity. 
Live music played softly, allowing conversation 
to take presidence. Taking it all in, I began with 
a glass of Sonoma-Cutrer Russian River Ranches 
Chardonnay—a personal favorite I was pleased to 
find on the wine list. There are times in life when 
ordering what’s local, organic or correct in pairing 
with a certain dish ceases to matter. Oftentimes, this 


is after a long week. Had | been so inclined, I would . 


have gone with the Lenz Merlot “Tweed’s Label.” 
The wine list is impressive but not overwhelming 
and prices by the glass were refreshingly what they 
ought to be. 

Naturally, we began our culinary adventure with 


Bison Kebobs, served with Tweed’s own homemade 
BBQ sauce. Owner Edwin Tuccio’s bison farm isn’t 
far from the restaurant. Started in 1985 with 2 
bison, North Quarter Farm now has a herd of over 
300 bison. The bison kebobs were so delicious and 
flavorful that we didn’t even bother with the BBQ 
sauce. The meat slides right off the skewer and melts 
in your mouth like filet mignon. Bison, we learned, 
is also significantly lower in fat and cholesterol than 
chicken, beef and pork. Being a bit of a bore, I also 
ordered the shrimp with guacamole appetizer, since 
the combination sounded like a good one. To my 
delight, the shrimp were perfectly firm, making not 
only for a good bite but also as a good utensil for the 
creamy guac. 

Up next was something the chef highly 
recommended—Baked Bison Bone Marrow. Two 
giant bones arrived on a plate—well, one, cut 
horizontally like a butternut squash. Two toasted 
pieces of garlic bread accompanied the bones, with 
a little espresso spoon to scoop out the marrow and 
smear it on the bread. My fellow diner voraciously 
devoured the marrow while my timid spoonful was 
enough for me to tell you bison bone marrow is rich 
and a lot like condensed beef broth. Marrow is known 
to be a “superfood”—rich in calcium, sulfur, iron, 
potassium, as well as collagen and gelatin. 

For the main course, it was a toss up between 
the highly recommended roasted quail, roasted 
lamb chop and the prime rib, and every other 
mouth-watering land and sea entrée on the menu. |

York Strip with my choice of lobster ravioli—which 
were above and beyond any lobster ravs I’ve ever 
come across. Atop fresh cheese-stuffed pasta (and 
not too much cheese) was a sauce so filled with 
meaty lobster it was as if the ravioli was the bed 
of lettuce beneath a burger. Each luscious bite of 
lobster was doused in a savory tomato sauce that 
was bursting with flavor. Upon finishing the lobster, 
I had barely eaten any of the ravioli and asked for 
them to-go. (They were fantastic heated up the next 
day for lunch.) There was no New York Strip left 
to take home. ga
